ADVANTAGEOUS as it would be for th<j 


South to diversify its agriculture by 
making grain, grass and roots impor- 
tant accessories to their leadin°- staple 
it must be difficult to impress the im- 
portance of the fact upon planters as 
long as the immediate profits of cotton- 
growing continue to be what they are 
claimed to te. A South Carolina planter 
states that the whole cost of planting 
and cultivating an acre of cotton and 
ginning the product and delivering it on 
a railroad is about §11. 
The average 


yield per acre in the South is 191 pounds, 
so that the cost of raising it is about 
5 3-4 cants. Last season the planters in 
tnat State sold their crops at an average 
of 11 1-4 cents, making a profit of 5 l"2 
cents a pound, which, computed on an 
estimated crop of 5,000,000 bales, of 450 
pounds each, gives an aggregate profit 
of $124,000,005. It is hard to persuade 
bouthern farmers to reduce their plant- 
ings of a staple that yields such lar^e 
profits as this, and always sells forcasl, 
and turn a share of their attention to 
crops whose profits are smaller: and it 
is not surprising, therefore, to learn that 
planters, encouraged by the good prices 
of the last season, are preparing to raise 
a larger crop than ever before. 
In 


South Carolina they are making ar- 
rangements to plant half as much more 
ground than they did last year, and the 
same may be said of the rich Lower 
Mississippi cotton region, where the 
yvMd per acre is double that of South 
Ctrotma.—Si. Louis -Republican.

The act of putting a lead pencil to 


the tongue, to wet it, just before writ- 
ing, which we notice in so many peo- 
ple, is one of the oddities of habit for 
which it is hard to give any reason— 
unless it began in the days when 'lead 
pencils -were poorer than now, and was 
continued by example into the next 
generation. 


A lead pencil should never be wet. 


It hardens the lead and ruins the pencil. 
This. fact is known to newspaper men 
and stenographers. 
But nearly every 


one else does wet a pencil before using 
it. This fact was delinitely settled by 
a newspaper clerk away down East. 
Being of a mathematical turn of mind, 
he ascertained by actual count, that of 
fifty persons who came into the office 
to write an advertisement or church no- 
tice, forty-nine wet a pencil in their 
mouths before using it. 
JSTow this 


clerk always uses the best pencils that 
can be procured—in fact is a connois- 
seur in lead pencils, cherishing a good 
one with something of tho pride a sol- 
dier feels in his gun or sword; and it 
hurts his feelings to have his pencil 
spoiled. But politeness and business 
considerations require him to lend his 
pencil scores of times every day. Arid 
often after it has been wet till it was 
hard and brittle and refused to mark, 
his feelings 
would overpower him. 


Finally he got some cheap pencils and 
sharpened them, and kept them to 
lend. Tho first person who took up 
the stock-pencil was a drayman whose 
breath smelt of onions and whisky.

Many people have the idea that a 


finely-flavored dish must cost a greal 
deal; this is a mistake; if you have un- 
tainted meat, or sound vegetables, or 
even. Indian meal, to begin with, yov 
can.make it delicious with proper sea- 
soning. 
One reason why French cook- 


ing is much nicer than any other is that 
it is seasoned with so great a variety of 
herbs and spices; these cost very little; 
if you'would buy a few cents' worth at 
a time you would soon have a goot 
assortment. The best kinds are sage, 
thyme, 
sweet marjoram, 
tarragon, 


mint, sweet basil, parsley, bay-leaves, 
cloves, mace, celery-seed and onions. 
If you will plant the seed of any o: 
these seven first mentioned in little- 
boxes on your window-sill, or in a 
sunny spot in the yard, you can gener- 
ally raise all you" need. Gather and 
dry them as follows: Parsley and tar- 
ragon _ should bfi dried in Juno and 
July, just before flowering; mint in 
June and July; thyme, marjoram am 
savory in July and August; basil and 
sage in August anil September; all 
herbs should be gathered in the sun- 
shine and dried by artificial heat; their 
flavor is best preserved by keeping 
them in air-tight tin cans or in tightly" 
corked glass bottles.—Floral Cabinet.
